HIRTY buildings, more or less, 


were destroyed by fire in the 
heart of the lively town of Al- 
turas 
between 
9 
o'clock 


Tuesday night and yesterday after- 
noon. 
The total loss will amount to 


about $75,000. The fire wa-s discovered 
in a candy store but how is a mystery 
that had not be?n solved last niglit. 
The principal portion of the town waji 
entirely wiped out. 


An alarm was quickly sent In but 


the- inadequate fire lighting facilities 
UHether with a high wind apparently 
• Mused the flames to spread more rap- 
idly and despite- every effort the fire 
leaped from building to building. 


Up one side of the street and down 


the other the lire raged, completely 
gutting nearly every building? within 
a ralius of four blocks. The wallfe of 
one or two stone buildings now stanij 
sentinal over the charred and smo;ild- 
erinj? ruins. 


The loss is practically complete for 


the uTHuranc-e was light. Nearly nine- 
teen years ago the town was visited 


by a sinailar fire. The outlook at the 
town for the past few months has been 
brighter than for years 
and

thought that many of the 
property 


holders will at once rebuild. 
Fortun- 


ately no one was injured in the fire 
though a number were overcome by 
smoke and heat while attempting to 
save doomed property.

CTING probably on the im- 
pulse of the moment 
anj 


without proper consideration 
of the government laws, a 


party 'of citizens entered the postofflce 
at Sparks and moved the office prop- 
erty from the building to the Court- 
land building-, a distance of about a 
quarter of a mile, at 9:30 o'clock last 
night. 


The movement was planned early in 


the day and was kept very quiet, no 
outsiders being the wiser until 
the 


deed was committed. 


The location of the postofflce has 


been very dissatisfying to a. majority 
of the citizens since the birth of the 
town and the action of last night is 
thei result of this feeling. 


The office was situated in the ex- 


treme western portion of the city and 
residents of the other end of the city 
were compelled to travel a distance of 
over a mile in order to obtain their 
mail. 
This fact is probably 
what 


caused the action. 


There was no resistance made by the 


postal authorities and the work of the 
mob was done quickly and without any 
unnecessary note or display. 
It re- 


quired two trips, to transfer the equip- 
ments to the 
• new quarters. 
They 


were loaded onto a hay rack ana taken 
through the main street of the city. 
The office will be opened up in the 
Courtland building today. 


In the opinion of Postmaster Jones 


the action of the people last night will 
not cause any trouble with the au- 
thorities of the government. In speak- 
ing of the affair last night Mr. Jones 
said: 


"I have no fear that the federal au- 


thorities will take the matter up and 
I consider the postal laws give me 
full authority to act.
